The six months since the previous session of the Revolutionary Council, Babrak Karmal 
said, witnessed extremely important domestic political events.

INDIAN PRESIDENT REPEALS RULE IN PUNJAB

decree, repealing presidential rule in the strategic state of Punjab which was intro- 
duced there in 1983 in connection with the escalation of terroristic activities of 
secessionists, who demanded that the state be separated from India and that the 
so-called "state of Khallstan" be formed on its basis. The Akali Party leader 
Surjit Singh Barnala was sworn in today by the Punjab Governor Arjoon Singh as the 
chief minister of the Punjab Government. The Akali Dal Party, led by him, won the 
overwhelming majority of votes at the September 25 elections to the local legislative 
assembly there. The chief minister assured the electors that his government would 
take all the necessary steps to restore peace and tranquility in the state. 

The elections in Punjab patently demonstrated that its population come out for unity 
and territorial integrity of India. This was stated in Bombay by India's Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi. The Punjab people firmly declared against violence and terrorism 
he stressed.
